Bristol 
Township 
resi­ 
dents may be paying an 
additional six dollars in 
taxes this year. 


That’s the indication from 


the 1964 budget which has 
been proposed by Town­ 
ship Manager Vincent H. 
Hartley. 


Hartley’s budget, presented to 
the board of commissioners’ fi­ 
nance 
committee 
this 
week, 
shows an increase of $104,158 
over the 1963 budget. If adopted, 
this would mean a two-mill tax 
increase. 


The tax rate today is 15 mills, 
14 for general township pur­ 
poses and one mill for fire pro­ 
tection. Under the proposed ’64 
budget, the tax rate may be 17 
mills, 16 for township expenses 
and one mill for fire protection. 


Manager Hike Proposed 


The total proposed 17-mill tax 
rate, to the average homeown­ 
er, means approximately $51 on 
a $10,000 home assessed at $3,- 
000. Presently, the levy is $45. 


The proposed budget amounts 
to $1,581,298.15 as compared to 
last year’s budget of $1,477,- 
140.00. 


Included among the increases 
in Hie proposed budget are sal­ 
ary 
hikes 
for 
the 
township 
manager and five commission­ 
ers. 


The budget calls for the man­ 
ager’s salary to be boosted from

“ When I met Ringo and his 
manager,” she said. “ Ringo 
was so natural, just like meet­ 
ing anyone else.” Meanwhile a

hand that Ringo shook inside a 
plastic bag. 


“ The Beatles wouldn’t like 
any affectation like that.” she 
added, seriously.

Nashville 
on 
conspiracy 
charges. 


The defense contends that the 
government has hamstrung its 
efforts in the jury tampering 
trial by keeping both lawyers 
and defendants under “ surveil­ 
lance.” 


Schiffer, attorney for one of 
Hoffa's codefendants, said he 
employed a wiretapper to help 
prove defense charges. 


“ I decided to solicit the serv­ 
ices of an expert in the field,” 
he said, “ he had positive re­ 
sults.”

Old Man Winter took a breath­ 
er today. He didn't schedule any 
snow in Bucks County. 


The more than six inches of 
snow left by the double-barreled 
storm began melting under sun­ 
ny skies todad. Rain forecast for 
tomorrow afternoo should quick­ 
en the operation. 


While practically all main and 
secondary roads in Lower Bucks 
were plowed during the night, 
several schools remained closed 
today, 
including 
all 
Catholic 
elementary schools. 


Also 
closed 
were 
public 
schools in Bensalem and Bristol 
Townships. Classes at Nesham- 
iny public schools opened an 
hour late. 


Yesterday’s second round of 
snow, whipped by 25-mile-an- 
hour winds, harried Bucks Coun- 
tians from early morning to 4 
p.m. when the storm subsided. 


It deposited threc-and-a-half 
inches of new snow on the icy 
remnants of Monday’s “ sneak” 
storm. Total accumulation for 
the two storms, recorded by the 
Trenton Weather Bureau, was 
6.3 inches. This brings the win­ 
ter 
snowfall 
to 
26.1 
Inches, 
above the seasonal normal of 
22.4 inches. 


Some 300 state highway work­ 
ers, operating 75 plows, graders 
and cindering trucks, worked 
through most of yesterday to 
keep all major and most of the 
side roads open. 


Traffic accidents were kept to 
a minimum with no serious in­ 
juries reported.

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Cigarette Sales Decline In Lower Bucks

Survey Shows Pipe Tobacco, Cigar Purchases Increase

Lower Bucks cigarette smok­ 
ers are apparently taking some 
heed to the ominous warnings 
conveyed in the surgeon gener­ 
al’s report of last month link­ 
ing cigarettes and cancer. 
Cigarette sales throughout the 
area have generally declined to 
between 15 and 20 per cent in 
stores and in vending machines. 
Some stores which sell cigar­ 
ettes and other smokers’ items 
report that pipe, pipe tobacco, 
and cigar sales have showed an 
increase during the same period, 
but the increased sale of these 


items is still below the loss in 
cigarette sales. 
Cigarette v e n d i n g machine 
companies generally conceded 
that sales are down but for the 
most part, predict the condi­ 
tion is only temporary. 
One vending 
machine 
com­ 
pany official predicted cigarette 
sales 
would 
probably 
climb 
to normal with increasing regu­ 
larity as soon as .smokers be­ 
gin to realize the surgeon gener­ 
al's report didn't tell them much 
more than everyone suspected 
all along. 
Although 
their 
motives 
for 
trying to give up the habit were 
considerably 
different 
s o m e 


m o n t h s ago. many smokers 
sharply curtailed cigarette pur­ 
chases when the cost of a pack 
went up to 35 cents in vending 
machines and 
to 30 and 
31 
cents in stores. 
But the "protest” move which 
inspired smokers to "give it up” 
was apparently short - lived as 
they adjusted themselves to the 
price rise and in typical Ameri­ 
can fashion, accepted it as an­ 
other example of "increased liv­ 
ing costs.” Vending 
machina 
operators 
said 
sales 
bounced 
right back up within a couple of 
weeks. 


A number of supermarkets rn 
Lower Bucks were unanimous 


in 
comments 
about cigarette 
sales dropping "at least 15 per 
cent,” with some estimating a 
25 per cent decrease since last 
month. 
Also 
in 
general 
agreement 
were vending machine operators, 
although a spokesman, for an 
association 
of 
that 
industry 
neither agreed with their re­ 
port — or disagreed. 
His comment to the Courier 
Times was, "It’s hard to tell if 
sales are down because of the 
government report. Right now 
we're in an off season and sales 
are 
down 
because 
of 
the 
generally drop around this time 
of year.”

Land Buying

The Bueks County Commis­ 
sioners are taking a long hard 
look these days at the county 
park board’s land acquisition 
program in I^ower Bucks Coun­ 
ty 
Officials from both boards be- 
ban a discussion Monday on the 
1.350 acre 
Mill 
Creek Valley 
Park which runs through Lev­ 
ittown. The talks will continue 
tomorrow. 
On Feb. 21 the commission­ 
ers will tour the proposed park 
for a first hand look at the land 
which is expected to cost near­ 
ly $3,000,000 to acquire. 
Park 
board members will accompany 
the commissioners. 
About 290 acres of the project 
have been 
bought 
for $773,- 
335 and another 243 acres are 
under condemnation. 
Officials 
arc hoping for matching funds 
which would be made available 
this year under Project 70. 
The new board of commis­ 
sioners has 
indicated 
it 
will 
discard land offers when it feels 
the price is too high. 
The commissioners have been 
debating with the park 
board 
on the merits of acquiring 90 
acres lf land 
in 
Middletown 
Township. The tract has been 
estimated at $250,000 or more. 


The spokesman said the snow 
storm on Jan. 12 and 13 would 
also be responsible.

Pennsylvania’s eight cent cig­ 
arette tax yielded $924,000 less 
than expected during the first 
seven months of the fiscal year. 


This included $155,000 under es­ 
tim ates for last month. 
Tennessee, which has 
been 
making 38 per cent more from 
cigarette taxes thus far this 
year because of a broadened 
tax base, said if it was not for 
the new tax base, its revenues 
would have dropped a half mil­ 
lion dollars. 
While the report outdining the 
correlation between cancer and 
cigarettes is obviously the de­ 
te rrin g factor in the reduced 
sale of 
cigarettes 
since 
last 
month, unpredictable is the es­ 
timated percentage of persons 
who have given up smoking as 
compared to the number of per­ 


sons who have simply cut down 
on their use. 
Few persons, including smok­ 
ers who have "given it up” or 
"cut down,” refute the general 
belief that in time Americans 
will be right back to the smok­ 
ing habits of the "pre-cigarette 
—cancer report” era. 
But whether they agree or not. 
among those who have given it 
up since last month’s re p o rt- 
few are willing to make any 
promises 
of 
firm 
conviction 
they won’t go back to it them ­ 
selves.
